Care  of  Fruit  Trees

best  results. 

Your  State  Entomologist  will  advise  you 
when  and  what  to  spray  with.  It  is  some 
trouble  to  spray,  but  where  well  done  the 
reward  is  generous  and  sure. 

Small  Fruits 

Qrapes,  Blackberries,  Dewberries,  Raspber¬ 
ries  and  Strawberries.
